SAYS INSURRECTION is STRONG. 


American Officer Declares Filipino Up- 
rising Is as Vigorous as Ever—How 
the Climate Injures the Army. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 31.—An officer 
of one of the volunteer regiments in the 
Philippines has written the following letter 
to the Associated Press: 

“Manila, June 27.—The arrival of the 
rainy season finds the insurrection as vigor - 
ous as it has been at any time since the 
outbreak. The insurgent armies are well 
recruited, notwithstanding their heavy 
losses, and are well fed and clothed. They 
have profited by their five months of war- 
fare against the Americans. They are fast 
adopting Americans tactics and are becoin- 
ing better disciplined and more skillful. in 
the use of their weapons. 

“One hundred thoushhas soldiers should 
de here ready for business by the beginning | 
of the dry season in November. Garrisons 
could then be stationed at strategie points. 

“A continuous warfare cannot be carried 
on in this enervating climate by the same 
troops. Frequent reliefs are mecessary. | - 
Troops should not be kept here longer than | 
@ year. Men from a northern climate re- 
tain their native vigor for six or eight 
months after arrival here and then begin | 
to succumb to the various ailments - of 
tropical weather. This is exémplified in the 
cases of the volunteers and those regulars 
who have been in the Philippines since last 
summer. The most_of them are saturated 
with malaria, many have rheumatism, and 
all are greatly debflitated. They are unfit 
for further duty, and recuperation seems 
slow and unsatisfactory.

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CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Advances in East-Bound Freight Rates 
in Effect This Morning—Amounts 
and Classes. 


Bast-bound freight rates will be . 
from 1% to 5 cents a hundred pounds this 
morning. The larger advance is on pro- 
visions and the smaller on grain and grain 
products. The export provision rate will be 
25 cents on basis from Chicago to New York, 
instead of 20 cents as heretofore: The do- 
mestic provision rate will be the same. Ex- 
port corn and wheat rates will go up from 
9% cents a hundred pounds to 11 cents’ and 
export oats rates from 11% to 18 cents a 
hundred pounds. The domestic. rate on all 
kinds of grain (except corn) and grain 
ucts will be 17 cents a hundred . Ae - 
stead of 18 cents. Domestic rate on corn 
will be screwed up from 1¹ cents to 15 cents 
a hundred pounds. 

| Owing to the low rates in effect during the 
last two or three months east-bound ship- 
ments have been unusually large, and in con- 
sequence railroads have been making money. 
Some of the roads found the 9%-cent rate 
profitable enough to make secret cuts, and it 
is claimed that some corn has been shipped 
from Chicago to New York rate 
cents a hundred pounds. ' 


Prospect of Rate Cutting. 


All the roads are crowded with business 


— ee for at the old rates, and it will 


hem two weeks at least to dispose of, 
the “in transit” freight. By that time 
some of the lines will want more. business 
and then rate-cutting is sure th be in- 
augutated again, as the railroads'no longer 
are inclined to let the lake lines carry the 
great bulk of the east-bound business dur- 
ing the navigation season,. The heavy busi- 
ness done during the last three months by 
the all rail lines has shown the latter that 
they can compete successfully with the

In deference 
to the wishes of the Northwestern lines, 
which are more vitally interested in the sub- 
jects to che considered at the next meeting 
than the Missouri River lines, the call nam- 
ing Marquette as the nam dna place is not 
likely to be changed.
